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Boutwell to be 
all Kindergarten

With roughly $200,000 to spend, 
indications are that the Wilmington 
School Committee will vote to 
reopen the Boutwell School as an 
all-kindergarten center for the 
town. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Geraldine O'Donnell addressed the 
school building subcommittee 
Tuesday with a preview of the 
preliminary budget she will present 
to the school committee for 
approval Wednesday. That budget 
allocates $11.5 million for salaries, 
$2.6 million for non-salary 
expenditures and $201,564 for the 
Boutwell for a total of $14.45 
million, the amount allocated to 
Wilmington Schools by Town 
Manager Michael Caira in his 
preliminary town budget. 

"That ($201,564) is not a lot of 
money for an clementary school, 
O'Donnell said. 

When O'Donnell makes her 
budget presentation she said, she 
will recommend that the committee 
vote to reopen the Boutwell as a six- 
teacher, 12-session kindergarten. 
The other option for the committee

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What's in a name? 
Who's in the pond?

In North Wilmington, at the 
northerly end of Marcia Road is a 
small pond which has never been 
named, This writer submits a 
proposal that it receive the name of 
Abigail's Pond, for a young lady 
who was thrown into that pond in 
1707. 

Abigail was the granddaughter of 
the first Deacon John Harnden, and 
the daughter of the second. Her 
grandfather lived at the site that is 
now occupied by a home at 67 High 
Street, in North Wilmington. Her 
father, who had married a woman 
named Susanna, lived about 1000 
feet southerly of the first-Harnden 
home. 

The site is today about 500 feet 
easterly of Marcia Road, and about 
25 feet northerly of the stonewall 
which marks the boundary of the 
Woburn Street School, A cellar hole 
marked the site for about 200 years. 
It was filled in by the then owners 
about 1950. It probably could be 
found, by suitable probing,today. 

It was in this home in which the 
Harnden Massacre occurred, May 
12, 1707. 

Southerly about 2000 feet from 
this home, is Cook's Hill, an ancient 
volcano, near the present Woburn 
line. Three hundred years ago a 
small pond was beside the ancient 
road (or possibly path) from 
Andover to Boston. Woburn Street 
and Main Street, to Woburn was the 
route of that ancient way. 

An Indian squaw, laying drunk in 
that road, was struck and killed one 
night by the hooves of a horse 
which, possibly, was ridden by 
Benjamin Harnden. Deacon John 
(the second) was not that rider. 
Liquor, in those days was strictly 
regulated in Woburn, from early in 
1663. However there had been 
several instances in which Indians 
had become intoxicated. 

As a result of the death of that 
squaw the pond was thereafter 
called Squaw Pond, until 1929, 
when Main Street was cut through 
that ancient volcano, and the pond 
filled in, 

Deacon John Harnden was absent, 


as has been said, attending achurch | 


meeting, in the present Wakefield. 

The Indians in Massachusetts had 
been dwindling in number since the 
early settlements, The Abnaki 
Indians, of Maine, and northern 
New Hampshire and Vermont were 
still continuing the French and 
Indian war at the time of the death 
of the squaw. 

The story of Hannah Dustin of 
Haverhill is well known. The

Indians she killed were Abnaki, One 
night Indians, probably Abnaki, 
attacked the town of Dunstable. Five 
were detached from the war party 
and sent to kill the family of 
Benjamin Harnden. Instead they 
found their way to the home of John 
Harnden. 

On the night of May 12, 1707 they 
chipped a hole through the roof of 
Deacon John Harnden, Susanna 
Harnden and three children were 
killed,

They 
were found and taKen prisoner by 
the Abnaki. 

Abigail, who was rescued from 
the pond, had been shot in the back 
by an Indian. She lived to woman 
hood, and her second husband was 
Daniel Eames. They lived in the 
house which is at present the home 
of Mildred Wolff, at 584 Woburn 
Street, Wilmington

Stone's in the Garden 


Starting indoors, starting now 


by Jackie Leszczak-Stone 
About this time of year most 
gardeners are eager to begin their 
spring projects. Starting seeds 
indoors can help get your garden 
off to a successful early start. 
Get ready...and assemble your 
equipment. Any well drained 


- container with holes punched in the 


bottom can be used to start 
seedlings. However, since young 
seedlings are particularly 
susceptible to fungus and viral 
disease pots should be cleaned 
before use. Wash recycled plastic 
pots in soapy water, sanitize with a 
solution of one part bleach to nine 
parts water, and rinse with water. 
Use of sterilized soil or soiless seed 
starting mix will also minimize 
disease. 

Plan the location for starting 
seeds. Any place with warm light 
will work well. A system as simple 
as a pot in a large clear baggie, place 
in a warm sunny window works 
well, We start trays of seeds in a 
"hot box" under a basement work 
bench. The bottom shelf is enclosed 
on all sides with insulation 
Fluorescent lights are suspended 
above the seeds and heat is regulated 
by a small, thermostatic space 
heater. The lights are kept close to 
the seedlings to prevent leggy 
growth and raised as the plants get 
taller. 

Get set...Read the labels on seed 
packs and understand the 
germination and growth 
requirements for each plant. Note 
the planting depth, germination 
time and temperature and the weeks 
of growth needed before you can 
transplant seedlings into the garden. 


Plant extra seeds...rarely will you 
see a 100 percent germination rate. 

Plant your seeds...Start flowering 
perennials and annual plants from 
seed in. late February. Many 
ornamentals require more than 100 
days of growth before they flower. 

Start hot weather plants like 
tomatoes, peppers, eggplant, onion, 
cabbage and broccoli in mid March 
for planting out in the garden just 
after May 15. Routine checks of 
moisture and temperature will 
reward you with seedlings in a week 
or two. Transplant scedlings into 
individual pots when the second set 
of leaves, i.e. the true leaves, 
apr Continue watering and 
provide a dilute fertilizer only if 
needed after the seedlings are 
established in their new pots. 
Fertilizer burn and drying out are 
also common causes of scedling 
death. 

Cucumbers, squash and melons do 
not like to be transplanted. I start 
these plants in individual peat pots 
around April 20 and then plant the 
pots in the garden on May 20 to 
avoid transplant shock, Beans and 
corn can also. be started in this 
manner on May | for planting May 
20. Early peas, which can be planted 
outdoors in mid to late March can 
be started indoors in peat pots two 
weeks before planting. 

Many of our annual favorites 
prefer longer seasons than 
Tewksbury and Wilmington 
provide. Yet a little coaxing in the 
form of light, soil, hear and 
moisture is all you need to start 
seeds indoors and get jump on

Recycling: Tewkbury beats 
Wilmington, but not Andover 


by Jeff Nazzaro 

Recycling report cards are out, 
but school is still in session. The 
results for both Tewksbury and 
Wilmington resident recyclists: C. 

What, one may inquire, is a 
recycling report card? The report 
card, issued by the Executive Office 
of Environmental Affairs, takes 
information on recycling provided 
by municipalities and offers a 
percentage rate, accompanied by an 
A-F letter grade. 

It is being used as "a tool to 
encourage municipalities to meet 
the state's goal of a 46 percent 
recycling rate by the year 2000," 
according to the EOEA. 

Tewksbury and Wilmington both 
came in under the statewide median 
grade of B, or 28 percent. 
Tewksbury edged their southern 
neighbors by three percentage 
points, 17 to 14. 

Actually, most communities 
received C's. Of the state's 351 
Cities and towns, 54 garnered top 
grades, 74 hit for B's, 122 came in 


with C's, 24 had D's, 12 took the big 
F and 65 registered incompletes, 
listed as Unknown. 

Of surréunding towns, Billerica, 
Reading, North Reading, 
Burlington and~ Chelmsford all 
scored C's. Of those, Billerica was 
lowest, tallying 11 percent, 

Andover and North Andover had 
the highest rates for the area, both 
scoring A's at 30 and 36 percent, 
respectively, 

For cities, Wilmington's 
neighboring metropolis, Woburn, 
came in at eight percent, for a grade 
of D, and exactly half what 
Tewksbury's big sister, Lowell, 
scored. 

"By encouraging recycling and 
composting, Massachusetts’ will 
reduce environmental and public 
health risks and enhance a thriving 
recycling industry,” an EOAC letter 
accompanying the reports reads. 
“Today, this industry's value to the 
Commonwealth's economy exceeds 
$600 million and represents more 
than 10,000 jobs.”

The winning entry in the Aubut’s 
beer-making contest will be sent to 
the "Bock is Best" contest judging 
on March 20, in Nashua, N.H. The 
later competition is open to club- 
sponsored brews only, There are 
no membership dues or attendance 
requirements in the Merrimack 
Valley Brewers club, so if you have 
a good bock to be sampled, you're a 


member. 

A second beer-making challenge 
in the area will be judged April 28, 
by the Lowell Brewing Company, 
the makers of the Mill City line of 
beers and root beer. 

Lowell Brewing wants to launch 
India Pale Ale and American Wheat 
Ale lines, using local recipes. 

Local homebrewers are asked to 
turn out their best India Pale Ale, 
and-or American Wheat Ale, to be 
judged on April 28. One winner in 
each category will be selected, with 
the winning entry produced under 
the Mill City label. Credit for the 
recipes will be give on the label to 
the winning brewers, but there is 
no monetary compensation. 

Entrants in the Lowell Brewing 
contest must submit four bottles (12 
or 22 ounce) of their brew, bearing 
the name, address and telephone 
number of the homebrewer. The 
entries may be delivered to Lowell 
Brewing Company between 9 a.m 
and 5 p.m. on weekdays. 

A reception and buffet for the 
homebrew contestants will be held 
on May 8 at the Brewery Exchange, 
where winners will be announced.

Sewer Department before an 
inspection will be undertaken. No 
cost is attached to the marking of 
utilities. 

To obtain an upgrade, property 
owners should first retain the 
services of an installer licensed in 
the Town of Wilmington, as well as 
a registered sanitarian or a 
registered professional engineer 

From there, system 
upgrade design plans, permits 
actual construction, inspection of 
the upgrade, "as built plan" of the 
completed system, final backfilling 
submittal of “as built plan" to the 
board of health and a signing off by 
all involved follow 

The 
regulations to supplement those of 
the state. 

"When there are things that aren't 
in Title 5, we have the ability to 
make regulations,” Erickson said.

schools, since kindergarten is the 
entry level, 

Most of the above means an 
estimated $60-80,000 in savings, 
which is the compelling factor here, 
since those extra funds are. not 
currently available. 

But while the opening of the 
Boutwell will help alleviate 
overcrowding problems in the 
schools for the next school year, 
O'Donnell again warned that the fix 
will be a temporary one, 

"I think we'll be lucky if we can 
get by next year," O'Donnell said, 

Under the all-kindergarten plan, 
those students from the actual 
Boutwell School district would stay 
at the school to attend first grade 
through fifth grade, with each 
succeeding group also remaining. 
But O'Donnell conceded that this 
plan will only work for two years, 
and by the third, the school will be 
full. 


But were the Boutwell to be used 
as an elementary school, it would be 
filled immediately. 

"Children who live in that district 
already max out the school," 
O'Donnell said. 

So while the acquisition of funding 
for the Boutwell marks the fruition 
by town and school officials of a 
lengthy search for an overcrowding 
solution, O'Donnell and the school 
committee must brace themselves 
for more of the same. 

O'Donnell called the 
all-kindergarten setup a "solution to 
the budget proposal we have." 

But School Committee Chairman 
Paul Palizzolo wanted to emphasize 
that the plan will serve as a 
Band-Aid at best. 

"T think people have to understand 
that this is a minimum proposal,” he 
said.

minutes as all three of them put up 
solid numbers. 

The other two league all-stars, 
point guard Dave DeSantis and 
power forward Paul Bruno were 
solid throughout the season and 
flashy to say the least on Tuesday. 
The former made many great 
moves and drives to the net to land 
him a team high 18 points against 
Weston. The latter who dominates 
in the rebound category, came away 
with 14 points. 

Two more huge reasons of the

"You get to help people, and I 
enjoy being helpful," McNeil 
said.

Volunteers are required to 
work a minimum of once every 
other week, although most vol- 
unteers donate time weekly. 
They normally work a three or 
four hour shift. 

"We do invest a lot of time up 
front in the training process,"

Johnson said the motivation 
for volunteers differs. Some are 
looking for a social outlet, some 
for exercise.

It’s not enough to know a 
mouse from a modem in order 
to be a marketable job candi- 
date today. According to a 
recent national survey, 72 per- 
cent of manages said it’s impor- 
tant for candidates to be profi- 
cient with a prospective empfoy- 
er’s specific software as part of 
their computer skills. 

The survey was developed by 
OfficeTeam, a national staffing 
service specializing in highly- 
skilled temporary office and 
administrative professionals. It 
was conducted by an indepen- 
dent research firm, which polled 
150 human resources and other 
executives from the nation’s 
1,000 largest companies. 


in an unprecedented global 
attempt to governments, health 
organizations and Rotary Clubs 
to rid the world of polio, a dis- 
ease that cripples or kills more 
than 100,000 children ever year.

The program’s premise, 
according to the “Mercury,” is 
that creating a link between 
what is learned in the classroom 
and what exists in the work 
force is necessary for future stu- 
dent success. The program goal 
is to prepare students for contin- 
uing education and training 
after high school by combining 
school- and work-based learn- 
ing. The program would expose 
secondary school students in a 
job setting to jobs in the health 
care and telecommunications 
fields in their communities. 

Each community in the part- 
nership has a health care facili- 
ty and the telecommunications 
aspect of the program would be 
part of health care at first, 
branching off on its own in the 
program’s second or third year. 

According to the U.S 
Department of Education.

this “will offer young Americans 
opportunities to prepare for 
high-skill, high-wage careers, to 
receive a top-quality academic 
education, and to pursue further 
education or training.” 

The local pre-proposal is due 
by March 15th, with the commit- 
tee expecting to complete the 
final proposal by early May.

The money in a joint account 
legally belongs to either of the 
joint owners. So either one can 
empty the account 

Upon the death of one owner, 
each spouse is assumed to own 
half of any joint asset. But the 
surviving co-holder spouse may 
find the account frozen pending 
processing of the decedent's 
estate. Check the laws in each 
state. 

Co-holders who are not mar- 
ried should realize that the total 
amount in the joint account Is 
considered to belong to the first 
person to die, and the total is

clever without being self-con- 
scious, and never loses sight of 
the joke, makes for one groovy 
flick. 


Shelley Long and Gary Cole 
parody Mr. and Mrs. Brady 
right down to her sidelong 
glances and his endless plati- 
tudes.

but never seen. Well, it turns out 
the Ditmeyers are hardly the 
nice folks you’d want to have liv- 
ing next door.
